WHAT TttEY ABK KIGHTIX& FOK. 


A recent bulletin bc-rit ou. 
by 
the 


National Geographical society analyzes 
the attitude of mind of the German 
soldier and very tairly and clearly in- 
dicates what they are lighting for. It 


written by Stanley Waihburn, a 


war correspondent, who at this time 
Is on the staff, of Elihu Root in Rus- 
sia., and is well worth the perusal of 
very person Interested in the psychol- 
ogy of this great war. Mr. \Vashburn 
saya: 


"H is difficult for Americans to re- 


alize the discipline and lack of intel- 
lectual initiative which exists in the 
German army and among the German 
people. 


"Ever since he became 
emperor. 


Wilhelm has been instilling his extra- 
ordinary beliefs into his army and into 
hi» people, un"l today we have a psy- 
chology in the Teuton empire -which 
will probably make It possible for the 
military autocracy to continue the war 
to a far greater length than would be 
conceivable In any other country In 
the world. 


"In the early nineties the Kaiser 


founded the keynote of his own char- 
acter and point of view in a speech he 
mude to a regiment in northern Ger- 
many, when he said 
to 
them. 
'I 


would rather gee my forty-five million 
Prussians dead on the field of battle 
thin we one foot of the soil taken in 
1870 given back to France!' 


"And 
several years .ater, in address- 


ing * body of recruits in Potsdam, the 
Kaieer is reported to have said: 'Now 
that you have donned my uniform, it 
must be your pleasure and your duty 
to follow my wishes, realizing that I 
rule Germany by the direct will of 
God, 
and you must willingly obey my 


commands, even though I require you 
to shoot down your own fathers and 
brothers In response to my dictates." 


"With such Ideas as these being in- 


•Ulled into the German army and 
Ger- 


man people year by year, we must not 
believe that at thc first sign ot re- 
verse they will forget the teachings 
o£ 40 yeans and demand consumma- 
tion of immediate peace." 


With these things fully in mind, Mr. 


Washburn believes that it Is foils- to 
ta!)c now of peace. Instead, it is our 
duty fully to prepare for a conflict in 
which, unless natural causes, such as 
drought or a political catacllsmic dis- 
turbance, is likely to last far beyond 
the present year. 
Mr. Waihburn is

ity and judgment, and what he says 
should be given 
full 
consideration. 


The war we are entering upon is not 
for days, or weeks, or months; and he

world-wide emergency talks about n.
